The question is, what has caused the hard 
times ? What is the occasion of.them ? I 
will admit that the times are hard. It is 
charged that the Republican party Is iarge* 
ly responsible for the deprersion and dis­ 
tress, that the legislation ol the Republican 
party since the war, has been in favor of 
the bondholder and moneyed class, and 
against the interests of the people. I deny 
that this is true. I deny that thejlegislation 
and acts of the Republicans have caused 
the stringent times. I deny that they have 
pandered to the money power. The Dem­ 
ocratic and Greenback parties say that we 
are the cause of the ruinous condition ot 
the currency, or have caused a ruinous con* 
traction ot the circulating medium. These 
gentlemen, Democrats and Greenbackers, 
assert that in 1863, I860, 1867 and 1868 
there were a large amount of»currency 
bonds retired—17-B0 bonds. Did you eyer 
kuow a circulating medium to consist of 
bonds? Did you ever know alcirculatiog 
medium to bear interest? Current money 
doo’t bear interest. We never have had 
any of that kind of money. Those bonds 
were 
EVIDENCES OF DEBT, 
and there was a time fixed for the payment 
of them. They were required to be paid 
three years Irom the date of their issue. 
The persons who held them had a right to 
demand their payment and the Republican 
party redeemed them and they only did 
what the law required them to do. 
Why 
are not the bonds now outstanding used as 
a circulating medium ? The gentlemen 
knew it cauuot be done. 
We now have 
bonds as low as fifty dollars. Now if bonds 
of the seven-thirty class could be used as 
currency, bow much more leasable and 
practically would be the use of the fifty 
dollar bonds. In retiring the seven-thirty 
bonds and compound interest bearing notes, 
the Republican party did what the law au­ 
thorized and rtquired them to do. 
Well, ll that is not the cause of the hard 
times, what is the cause ? Some,men seem 
to think that this matter of finance is a 
mysterious subject. Something like the 
astrologer's speculation aud tar beyond the 
reach of the common intellect, when, lf 
they would apply their own common sense 
ani dauy experience in their own affairs, 
the mystery would be solved, and financial 
workings be illustrated as clearjas the light 
oi day. Let us apply a little common 
sense lo the solution of the matter, 
AN ILLUSTRATED CASE. 
Many ot you own farms, and are able to 
control and manage them so that they are 
profitable investments and have a surplus 
of savings atter the year's work is done. 
Yon have one hundred and filty acres of 
good land, a good bouse, good barn, cattle, 
horses, sheep and hogs; we will say that 
you have a gross income ol one thousand 
dollars, at least some of you farmers have; 
you do not owe anything ; you raise the 
bulk of your sustenance on the farm ; you 
will not spend, or need not spend all your 
earnings. In fact you are in a thriving 
condition, things are easy with you, and 
the financial problem seems clear to you 
The next year your house and barn burn 
down and you mortgage your farm for say 
five thousand dollars to rebuild. 
On that 
mortgage of five thousand dollars you pay 
interest to the amount of five hundred dol­ 
lars, leaving you but five hundred dollars 
of your supposed gross income to live on 
and keep your farm stocked and in running 
order. Times will begin to look hard 
Your family will have to economize, you 
will be compelled to retrench your ex­ 
penses. You can’t buy watches,silk dresses, 
gems, or luxuries of any kind. 
You must 
make provisions for the payment of your 
five thousand dollar loan, and the pressure 
is hard to bear, and you cao see clearly 
why tim js are hard in your own case. Let 
us 
APTLY Tni9 EXPERIENCE 
to our great national farm with a mortgage 
cl three th mvmJ millions on it. 
In 1860 
we had less than seventy millions of in­ 
debtedness, and times were good. 
Then 
(or four long years we had war and desola­ 
tion, and emerged in 1865 with this vast 
mortgage of three thousand millions of doh 
tars on our hands. The country was Im­ 
poverished, and yet this debt must be paid, 
and how was it to be done ? 
We taxed 
everything ; to this day, gentlemen, you 
remember bow you were taxed ; your 
farms, income, personal property, deeds, 
Doles, chucks, ail that could be reached by 
the buugoy t *x gatherer ; and some lace- 
tioui tn'iimduais said that you even had lo 
put a stamp on the baby when It was born. 
We were compelled to incur this debt, 
forced to resort to taxes—yet it was done 
to preserve this great oation, and I thank 
UvhI that we did preserve it. 
And then 
there was the awful waste of war. Homes, 
villages, 
cities and farms were burn­ 
ed aud destroyed, and that was all loss. 
Docs it not begin to appear to you why the 
times were and are bard ? 
Yet we have 
no such times as did 


our r ev o l u t io n a r y f o r e f a t h e r s . 
And I don’t think they whined about it as 
much as is done to-day. And, after the war 
in 1812 the distress was much greater ; the 
farmer raised his fUx and it was made into 
goods for wearing apparel, the work being 
done by band ; one pair of cow hide fchots 
was all a boy had in a year, and otten be 
didn’t put them on until long atter the frost 
was on the ground. The young men and 
women of this day don’t know what hard 
times mean. There is not In recorded his­ 
tory a nation that went through a great war 
but that hard times, want and ruio followed, 
and those who survived had to pay for it. 
And how could we wage one of the greatest 
Wars in history without bJniiag down upon 
our heads the corseloi' war, and attendant 
debt and waste of property ? We spent mil­ 
ieus upon millions, aye, thousands of mil- 
licns of dollars in order that we might save 
what our forefathers gave us. and we m ist 
not tarnish our names by keeping bid faith 
with our creditors. 
TUE CASE OF TUE FARMER. 
I mu't’go back to my farmer again. What 


would be the sensible thing for him to do 
after he had borrowed this money—what 
ought he to do ? Ile couldn't bye as he did 
before he borrowed it. If he does not pay 
his interest and lessen the principal, why, 
his neighbors will say he must go down. 
The farmer will deny himself and family, 
save and pinch in all directions and get an 
agreement to lessen the interest on his notes 
if it can be done, and won’t go in debt any 
more. But alter th3 war our States, coun­ 
ties, cities, and many of our people contin* 
ued to run in debt and spend extravagant­ 
ly the borrowed money. Des Aioines, the 
capital city of this State, as I am informed, 
bas a municipal indebtedness of six hun­ 
dred thousand dollars, almost all incurred 
since the close of the war. I find in many 
towns school houses costing fifty, sixty, 
seventy and eighty thousand dollars. I 
like to see that it they are paid for, but are 
they paid for ? The whole country has 
been extravagant. Millions upon millions 
have been spent upon railroads that run 
into sections of country with nothinglbut 
the deer and antelope to see them. it is 
like the lad building 


A co b HOUSE, 
piling cob upoo cob until It falls from its 
own weight. I t 's easy for the farmer to 
borrow five thousand dollars, knock o 
work and have a gay time, but the gay time 
does not la9t very long, for there is a pay 
day waiting for him, andjbe will have to 
liquidate 9omc way or other. In eight 
years we had doubled the amount of our 
indebtedness. 
We could not borrow any 
more. 
We had to begin to pay. This in 
my judgment is the cause of the present 
trouble—I think it will appear so to any 
sensible man. Our Democratic and Green 
back friends assail the Republican party 
with the charge that it is responsible for all 
this. I again deny it, aud feel that I have 
shown we are not. We have not managed 
lo the interest of the moneyed class, but 
on the contrary for the good of the people. 
It the farmer was embarras sed aud some 
of his neighbors believed that he did not 
intend to pay his debts, what would bo his 
condition ? lie could not borrow any more 
money. But if be could demonstrate that 
he was able and willing to jpay j f he had 
time, he might borrow money on better 
terms. Doesn’t your every day common 
sense tell you so ? 
A SENSIBLE POLICY. 
This is the policy which governed the 
Republican party in its management of 
the public finances. 
By the public credit act of 1869 we de 
dared that the bonds issued during the 
war were payable iu coin and should be so 
paid. This did not apply to the eeven- 
thirties, which, by their terms were paya 
hie in greenbacks. 
We made this declar­ 
ation to show to the world that we were 
an honest people. 
We also continued to 
make large payment on the principal of 
our debt, lhu9 demonstrating to the world 
our ability to pay it, believing that in this 
way we could improve our credit and en­ 
able us to place our debt at lefrs interest. 
With this view in 1870 we passed the so­ 
called refunding act by which the secre­ 
tary of the treasury was authorized to pre­ 
pare new bonds, some bearing five per 
cern interest, some four and a half per 
ceDt, and some four per cent, and required 
bim as soon as be could sell any of these 
bonds at their face in coin to sell them, 
and with their proceeds 
lilt an equal 
amount of five-twenties, which bore six 
per cent interest. This it seems to me 
was a good thing to be done if it could be 
done. Now, what was the result? The 
secretary did sell over' five hundred mil­ 
lions of five per cent be nds at par in coin, 
and with the proceeds lifted an equal
